alleges that 
the 
society's officials 


have disregarded thteir trust and have 
not paid his proportion of the net sur- 
plus. His counsel have 
issued 
a 


statement saying that the huge sur- 
plus of the society is not legally re- 
tained 
from 
the policy-holders nor 


lawfully used by tbje society, and that 
the profits due the policy-holders, ex- 
cept the 7 per cent dividends, is now 
attempted to be swept aside by the 
stockholders' claims. 


Two other phases of the Equitable 


controversy 
were in court. 
Justice 


Morgan, in the supreme court, re- 
sen ed decision in the case of Herbert 
O. Tull, a policy-bolcier. who applied 
for an injunction restraining the so- 
ciety's officers from taking any fur- 
ther proceedings to obtain an am'-nd- 
ed charter for the sorte'y.

She says 
that later in the evening he was given 
a bath and put ot bed, and showed no 
signs of illness.

Airs. Anthony manifests 
little con- 


cern over the late ot her two children, 
and lies in an exhausted condition up- 
on the bed m ner cell in the woman's

surroundings. 


When the grand jury passed through 


the jail on tlieir long tour of inspection 
she did not even turn her head to see 
who was passing. When asked ques- 
tions she answered them without be- 
traying any interest in the subject be- 
ing discussed.
